This will acknowledge receipt of your letter of January 17th 
reporting the Western Pennsylvania Numismatic Society's dis- 
approval of the new method of handling club news in our maga- 
gine. J appreciate hearing from you and will try to explain 
some of the reasons back of the change. 


For a long while we have been aware that some sort of change \ 


\ 


in the gi parle of club reports would probably have to be S 
made and have Liban the latter a great ea! of thought, At / 


one of the meetings of the A. N. A. Soard of Governors during ( 

the Philadelphia convention, out of several alternatives con- 
sidered for the club section of The Numismatist, the Boarfd 
unanémously adopted the system which went into effect in the / 
January issue. yf 


Club news as printed in the January number will aga be 
modified from time to time as suggestions and new thoughts 
come to my attention and should not be taken as the last 
word. If items of national interest have been left out, 
necessary adjustments can be made in future. 


I consider clubs and their activities of great importance in 

the spread @f numismatic knowledge and would not deliberately 

do anything to hurt them. I can't help but feel, however, that 

more good can be accomplished by the publication of first rate 

numismatic papers that may or may not have been read before clubs 
some excellent papers have come out of your Society and have 

been given a wide audience by publication in numismatic peblodic- 

eek han the detailed listing of what are cenerally routine 

matters common to all clubs. As an example, unusual exhibits 

and talks should be brought to the attention of numismatists 
everywhere while ordinary displays of rolls of coins, boards 

of cents, sets of U, S. pieces, etc. which occur by the dozen 
every month can be eliminated without hurt to the fraternity. 


From all indications, the majority of Nu,ismatist readers are 

indifferent to club reports as printed in the ee - It is my 
hope that by getting these items written in a briefer and more 
colorful manner we can get more people to read them. Assuming 


that hye eigete is the purpose of printing, an important 
numismatie contribution that is buried in an unread club 
report might just as well have been left out completely. 
Besides A. N. A. members, we have a thousand individuals, 
museums and libraries around the world who are subscribers 
but doubt that many of them are concerned with minute re- 
orts of club business, (In the February number, Club News 
as been moved a notch toward the front in a bid flor more 
readers.) / 


Our highest composition cost has always been the pages carry- 
ing club meeting reports, This is a factor with which we are 
all concerned these days. : 


Within the last year several excellent numismatic studies by 
competent writers have been withdrawn from my files by their 
authors because these papers had been in the Editor's hands 
for a long while without being published. The authors did 

not mind waiting a reasonable length of time but felt that 

two or three years was too long. (In the January, 1958, issue, 
Thomas Lismore's article had been in my file for a year and 

a half; Dr. Mabbott's, since June, 1955; Fred Rosenthal's, 
over a year; Dr. Kurt Lanze's, since 1953 (when Stuart Mosher 
was Editor); Harry Stone's, nearly two years. That we have a 
solid backlog of unprinted worthwhile articles is somethin 

for which IT am grateful but I would like to be able to publish 
them more rapidly. For that, every single page I can pick up 
can be used to advantace, 


The number of clubs submitting reports has averaged about 90 

a month, between 20% and 25% of corporate membership. New 

ones are added each month. It is unlikel} that all would send 
in reports at one time, but I leave to your imagination what would 
happen if they did. Reporting of club meetings has been incon- 
sistent, some sending in reports month after month for years 
and others ~~ in only occasional reports, as the mood of 
club officers dictated. One club's secretary may send in his 
club's report every month for a year; his successor may not 
send a single report. Neither action hor inaction seem to 
make any difference to that club's members. 


When I took over the responsibility for the magazine in January, 
195), our issues had been running 112 pages a month for the 
most part. The next couple of years saw only a scant handful 
of numbers that were 112 pares, most of them being 128 pages. 
All 12 issues in 1957 were of 128 pages each, a record for The 
Numismatist. It has been our policy to try to maintain a 
balance between editorial matter (everything but advertising) 
end advertising so that each had about half of the magazine. 
With the growth of our advertising to 70 pages or more, with 
the surge of new members adding extra pages to the General 
Secretary's monthly report and with the club meeting section 


averaging 13 pages last year, space for articles has been 
shrinking continually. 


The December, 1957, number had 12 pages devoted to clubs 
(10 of reports and nearly two pages for "Top of the Clubs"); 
your Jetter states there were only eight. tn the January, 
958, number club activities required a little more than 
four pages; under the old 4 copia ll pages would have been 
necessary. In that month, therefore, we had almost seven 
peges for other editorial uses. 


The following table shows how grt pages in each issye 
were required for club reports and “Top of the Clubs" page 
and how many reports were included in each issue:

The number of reports does not mean the number of clubs; some 
clubs send in reports in batches of two or three or perhaps 
report eacho of their twice-a-month meetings.
